Aoctors and actresses are In every
pody’s month and in everybody’s eyes; and
}‘i?f-lit'l\ one in ifty really understands theix
life. thelr business, their peonniary or nume-
rical statns, and the varipus pointa in refer-
ence to them or thelr oo I'Ill-u‘-iuli wliich would
gccnr 10 o thoughtlfal mind.

Oge star difereth from another star in glory,
and the theatrioal population of the mutropolis
compriges seven ranks or grades (of which,
however, only four are professionally regardead
as striotly theatrieal). The operatic artists,

g recelving the ]-:;;h-‘-l gompensations and
eatering for the most fashiomable portion of
our citizens, ovoupy the first rank, Than
come the performers at the Brondway theatres

then '.]H‘_-‘-' at the thentres on the aast sids of
town: then the minstrels and miscellaneons

performers; pext the cirous performers; sixth,
the corps oo builel; and, lastly, we have the
numerens seenio artists, carpenters, musicinns,
and other von. performing attachds of the vari-

ous Lheptres, These gradea are not always
defipitely” deliped,  Buill they poussess, to a
greater or legs degree, a real existence.  The

operatio artigis and their humbler comproions
in the minetrel wallts of life, as well a4 the
cirens troupes, are included in this ennmera-
tion more for the gake of comploteness than
exavtness, for, as they are not technically con-
gidered ‘'theatrionl,’” they do not reguire to
be particularly noticed at present, but must
make room for a more detailed description of
the remaining grades,

TEOHNICAL DIVISIONE—WHAT IT TARKES TO ORGA-

NIZE A THEATRICAL COMPAXY,

Few people outside of the profession have
any idea of the minute yet definite degres to
which division and sub-division ave carried
among the mewbers of a theatrical company.
A glancs at the organization of a Broadway
eatablishment will enable our readers to com-
prehend this point, The manager, propristor,
or leseep i8 geverally the figure-head, who re-
Celves the profits or Laars the losses; but the
power behind the throne, wng 1208 the re-
Eponsible work, is kuown as the business
manager, This gentleman makes the Blgaga-
ments, attends to the finances, directs the
printing and newspaper work, dines and wines
the Bohemians when le thinks it worth while,
writes the play-bille, controls the salaries, set-

tles all disputes, and sometimes even casts the
feces, though this latter function generally
devolves on the stage manager, who also fi=

wvenuus and directs rehearsals, notices of which
are always posted on an appropriate bulle-
tin behind the scenes. The chief mem-
ber of the acting stock company is
known as leading man; mext in statne is the
first old man: then ranks the first comedy;
then comes the pecentrio, who enacts such parts
as ‘“‘Dazzle,” in London Assirance; then follows
the first heavy man or villain; while after this
unfortunate Indivilnal, who is obliged to sin
mightly for a trifling compensation, come in
their order the first walking gentleman, the
geoonid old man, the second comedy, the
gecond walking gentleman, and those two
minor specimens of useful industry called tha
general utility and atility. Having disposed
of the males, the.femals artista next demand
attention, In this department we find first o
leading lady; then a firat old woman; then
rauks the sonbrote, the most sauey and plquant
off roles: then come the second old woman, the
firgt and second walking ladies, and the second
goubroties, while the 1istis 1-9:11,1-11-lﬂ|1 by tha wo-
men of Hatility.” Inthe thirddivisionare placed
the scantily-draped, light, and airy corps o
Ballet and “the noble army of martyrs,” thea-
trically speaking, kuown as the supers, callad
in Bowery parlunve “supes.” Next come the
Sattachés, '’ or non-performing members, sm-
braviog the prompters; the pall-boy, the goenio
artist, the paint grinder, master oarpenter,
second ]mn\f, the *“flat’ men, “wing'' men,
and “fly*” men (go oalled from their respective
posts), the property man, who makes and has
charge of the accontrements, the property Loy,
the stage cleaners, the gas man, the stage door
man (the Uerbgrng who guards the hallowed
entrance to the stage, and who ig nightly baget
by applications for admission from the gay
youths of the metropolis), the night watch-
man, the day watchman, and the costumer,
dresser and assistants, who guard the “‘ward-
robes.”

But the ligt is not yet complete. The or-
chestra must not be forgotten, with its leader,
its repetiteur or second leader, and ils musi-
ciang. Nor must the front of the houss be
overlooked, with its treasurer, box book-
keeper, doorkeepers, wushers, and officers.
Then come the bill-posters, ef id ewine genus,
while the long catalogne is ended by a copy-
ist, sometimes by o dramatist, specially en-
gaged for u certain theatre, and not unfre-
quently by a pulf-weiter attached to the esta
blishwent, who * influences’ the ‘*press'’
throngh the media of ita *independent’
Horitics.”

This enameration will teach the nuinitistad
that it requires both men and money to con-
duot & metropolitan theatre,

HOW AX ACTOR WORKS.

It is 0 homely but true sayiog, ‘what is
gne man's meat i4 another man’s poison;”’ and
what is amuasement to the andiencs is work to
the actors, The public assoclates theatrioal
people with pleasant honrs of recreation, or it
oconsionally calches a glimpse of them Yoll
duty' in their convivial moments; but tha
game great public does mot trouble itsslf to
think that as a rule labor is the atmosphers of

Monpes OPRRARDY OF ETUDY AND NENEARSALS.

The varions steps inthe produotion of a naw
play are:—Firgt, the reading of the mann-
soripts by the stage manager; gecond, a read.
ing of the play, whon acospted, to the com-
pany selected, and a casting of the piece, i o,
the appeintment of the different parts to the
different membors—often a matter involving
congiderable delleacy, acumen, and taot; then
follow various relivaraanls, often sight, nine, or
ten, '-1qurinh-r‘.-'|.»i l-y the Blar, or stage
wanager, and (nally a last grand reboaraal,
to which the eritios are often invited as a body,
Attendanoe on the rehearsals s obligatory

on the actors, a fue bLelng imposad for non-
attendanoe.

The earliey reloarenls are condacted inevery
dny costutne, with the part simply read. Bul
the final rehearaal in atags dress, and
withont parts or books. The services of the

copyist meanwhile are called into requisition,

WIAT AN ACTOR MUET KNOW,

Put in addition to his daily and nigltly
Isbors, Lthe actor must possess what i3 even
more than the capicity for work—education.
Thers was an old saying—*‘Only a genins or
a {00l can be an aclor;” but certainly, what-
ever may be the fate of a gening on the slage
in 1507, thera is no chanes whatever for a fool.
To be suceersiul the actor mugt not only be
swart, but learned, He must understand
thorouglily what very few do understand at
all, his native language; he must be a skillad
elocntionist;; a olode, exact BShakespearian
soholar] versed in belles-letires; conversant alike
with the classios and the Frenoh; au fzit in the
general details of history, with an eye to the
proper knowledge of costnming; familiar with
all the techuicalities of the stage—a familiarity
which ¢can only be obtained by a practical ex-
perlences; a graceful fencer; an equally graceful
iancer, a tolerable musivian (in many cases)
possessed of a gound plhysical organization,
and accomplished in the arts of the toilet and
of dress. 1f hie be and have all this, then, with
natural gifts and a plentiful degreeof patience,
Le mauy at last obtain a high position in hig
profession. The same remarks apply to
actresses, with but little differences,  which
will at onve suggest themselves. Assuredly,
the Armmatio is neither a despicable nor a

dilletanti career,

LIFE BEHIND THE BOENEY.

This branch of our theme has besn so hd-
written that there is searcely need for words.
There seemws to be a fuscination about exist-
ence on the other side of the footlights, adesire
on e PArt of the public to witness it, which,
to those familiay with it, is unaccountabla: for

really, there iz no chiarm abont it. “Behind
the geenes' s o very dall Flaue indeod. All
the illuglon vanishes, all the maguifioent
tableaux and wonderful stage effects becoms
very tame and very siinple.  The dresses lose
their gplendor and the dismonds their lustre;
and the kings, gueens, villains, Leroes unq
Leroines are found to be ordinary poople, hard
at work. The '‘stars’ have their own dress-
ing-room; but the stock company have rooms
in common—while the apartments for the nsa
of the gnpers and ballet girls are of the mosl
primitive desoription. The rooms for the males
and femnles are, of course in dilferant portions
of the theatre: but, as a mle, “behind the
geenes’ i “common ground'’ to all; though
certuin employés ocoupy certain posts; and
the ll"'hl"lllg acLors l'nulgl'!‘gll.l.(‘ dlll‘jl\&. Lthe
Hwaits"' inthe “green roowm,"

THE COMPENSATION OF ADTORE—FULL AND CoM-
FLEVE THE AVERAGE SALARIES
THEATHIUAL PEIHFOIMERS.

There 2 this peouliarity in the pecuniary
rewards of theatrical people—the succegaful
stars revelve o compensation oftentimes far in
excess of their industry or talent, while the
hard-working members of the profession are
in proportion underpaid. As & rule members
of the stock company are more adequately re-
warded than where the star system prevails,
because in the latter cnse the star absorbs the
mejor portion of the receipts, and a lower
grade of talent among the stook is permitted,
As n rule, also, performers on Broadway receive
higher salaries than thoge on the Bowery.
Each theatre has its own seals of salaries, but
the subjoined tably, compiled from reliable
sourced, with greatl care, exhibits the average
compepgations of professionals of all olasses
in this city at the present time.

Business managers receive a galary and a
percentage of profits, amonnting in all to #5000
per nnnum aud upwards, Stage maunagers re-
ceive from §00 to 70 per week; the leading
wan from §60 to 8100 per week. The flrst old
man rejoices his aged heart with from &40 to
870 weekly, the first comedy laughs for &
similar compensation: the eccentric receives
weekly from 230 to &00; the firat heavy man
or yvillain, stains his sonl for §40, 850, or §0;
the first walking gentleman receives from 825
to $35; the second old man from $20 to 830; the
geoond comedy from 18 to 825: the second
walking gentleman from #15 to #20: the mals
utilities from 812 to =15,

The lending lady und the first old woman
receive about the same compensation as thair
niale equivalents; the soubrette earns from 830
to 860 weekly; the gecond sonbrette ia entitled
to about hall that sum; the walking ladies re
coive from $18 Lo #35, while the balance of the
actresses ave made heppy on smaller amonnts,

Ihe ballet girle exhibis such clinrms as they

itemns oftentimes lpvolve & very considerable
outlay. Members of comapauies are also ex-

pected to supply themselves with all copies
of printed plays. As a general rule aclors,
avd upanially notressen, are depirons of pos.
sersiog thelr own wardrobes, and will mwake
great sacrifices to this end. The women
especially sometimes saorifiee too mnch,
NOMBERE AND DISTRINUTIOR—KOVEL STATISTION,
It is exceedingly diffionlt to obtsin any aven
approximate numerioal data relative to such a
constantly shifting and decidedly noarithmeti-
cil portion of our citizens as the theatrical
population.  Bat the subjoined estimates
iave been carefully compiled, and will be
fonnd in the main correct. An average me-
tropolitan theatre employs, directly aund in-
directly, atont one hundred and twepty-live
persons, Asa there are now nine theatrea in
full blast (the Winter Garden and the New

nomwber of employés will rench 1125, This
I8 exclugive ol the Acadomy of Muaio, which

ermploys about about two hundred and lfty
people: also exclusive of the minstrel hills,
ench of which furpishes work for abont forty
people, the concert saloons, ete.

LR S RICH ACTONS ANTY AUTHESSES,

Although the stock performer “amjoys’ a
plentiful supply of labor, and *felloitates"
himsell or herself on a correspouding dall-
vienoy of funds, yet the suovessful *‘stars’’
shine gurrounded with all the brillianoy ol
wealth and luxury., And the majority of this
luxury and wealth bhns been derived from
New York, or from the prestige which the ap
proval of New Yerk affords throughout tha
provinoces, Mr. Barney Williams, who com-
menced life as a printer’s devil in this oity, is
now worth g400,000, fuvested chiefly in real
estute, He resides in elegaut style on Thirty-
cighth street, near Murray Hill, boasts a pic-
ture gallery and acolloction of imported statu-
ary, keeps five carriages and any number of
horges, sports servants in livery, and owns &
superb country regidence near Bath,

Idwin Forrest is worth at least 500,000,
owns a magnificent residence corner of Broad
and Master streets, Philadelplia, a summer
regidence near Chestout Hill, and is the pos-
sessor of several valuable paintings, aund,
above all, delights in the ownership of perhaps
the finest Shakesperian lbrary in the conutry
—a library, too, carefully and daily studied by
the greal tragedian, who, despite his eminence,
does not regard himgelf above the necessity of
improvement. “‘Solon Shingle'' Owens, with
hig #300,000 (the major portion of which he
made in this city), has puorchased a beautiful
place near Baltimore. “Brother Sam’ Chan-
fran rejoices in the neat sum of §100,000;
Lidwin Booth owns about the same sum, and is
perliaps entitled justly to more; “Rip Van Win-
kle' Jenturson, now delighting us, is estimated
peonniarly at the same figure; Florence main-
tains his ““caste’’ in society on about the same
amount; while William Wheatley and Lester
Wallack are in comfortable ciroumstances,
Actresges, as a class, have not been so pecu-
piarily forinnate as their male rivals, Still,
Charlotte Cushman has earned professionally
at Jeast a quarter of a Million, while Mre, D. P,
Bowers, Miss Lucille Wealern, and others of
note, have aeqguired o compefouve and somea.
thing beyond. Miss Maggio Mitchaell, in ovary
sense of the word a New York favorite, has
also accumulated a handsome residence and &
hundred thousand gojlays, 8o, after all. *' o
theatrical life has its roses for thoss who have
the talent and pluck tojseck and the luck to
find them. Mr. Forreal yaceives 2500 per night
for his performances: Mr. and Mrs, Barnay
Willinms demand asimilar sum; others receive
smwaller amounts, or & percentage of the nightly
receipts; others ocensionally control the re-
ceipts themselves; but whatever be the con-
tract or arrapgement, there (s “money in it,"’
08 the facts just stated show.

HAUNTS AND HANITE—AGRNCIES AND AGENTS.

The New York actor has his favorite haunts,
and these are generally of a convivinl charac-
ter: for the actor is emphatioally a social ani-
mal. The House of Lords and the Da Solo,
on the ventral oross street near Broadway, are
noted resorts, and the bar-room of the Metro-
politan Hotel has become the “*Actors’ Ex-
chapge.” At this latter haunt, abont noon,
may be seen nearly all the leading male pro-
fessionals in the metropolis; the entrances of
theatres and Broadway in general are also
favorite spots for theatrieal reunions.

Among the aoctors’ resorts must also be in-
oluded those institutions known as dramatic
agencies. These agencies are designed to
facilitate business intercourse between actors
and managers, and are often useful, though in
certain cases they have been found to be of
“doubtful’’ character. There ars now Llres
principal agencies, one under the control of
iwo young acltors, who have established
branch houkes abroad; another managed by a
well-known professional, and the third more
partioularly designed for the members of cirous
companies and shows generally. The pecn-
liar class of men known as “agents’ in the
theatrical parlance deserve in this conneotion
tfew words, The “agent’ js generally the busi-
negs manager of the “‘atar,” or else gerves ns his
“man of all work.” He makes engagements
for his principal, controla the advertisements,
endeavors to prooure nbtices, directs the
ticket gystem, oversees the printing and dis-
tribution of the posters, eto,, represents his
principal ut the treasury, counts the house
nightly, “treats’’ the so-oslled “oritios,’’ often
dictates thelr “high-toned’’ oriticisms, fasues
“pukses;'’ originates “the dodges,' and does
the (theatrical) “chores’ generally,

For these varied servicos he receives any-
where from 225 to 100 por W.a‘qk’ or 4 per-
centage of the profits, Some of these agents,
ns those who not for Barney Williams, dwin
Forrest, Mr, Florence, John E. Owens, and
otber well known names, are wmen of talent,
character, and means; but not o few so-called
“agents’’ are simply hangry Bolieminos, who
do nn actor's dirty work {or a paltry compen-
sition, and bring the profession and them-
selves into diseredit,

Still it will be fonnd ugeful in affordiog
some conception of the pecuniary status of
theatricals in our midst.

CHARACTERS AND ClHIARACTERIATICE

The morale of the theatrical profession is not
striotly a suh{:-v{ of newspaper disonssion,
being more in place in an essay than an article.
Itis simple justioa to state, however, that
nlthough some actors are drunkards, and some
notrésses are even worse, yet the great body
of the profession are men and women whoss
lives and whose morals will bear favorable
comparison with any class in the community.
It 18 the misfortune of theatrical people that
belug, a5 it were, In one sense of the term,
“lights set oppon a hill,"! they ‘“‘cannot be
hid,'” and their follleg and indizeretions find
ready talebearers, Yot other men and other
women would be egually scandalized if they
ocenpied the same position in the public aye.
There wis a time when actors and actresse
deserved the mujor part of the consures harled
spainst them: but those days are over, let us
trust forever.
